British Severely Repulsed Bj 
Gen. Delai’ey . 


M KTÜUKN IS O A P iljR E D . 


Three 
Officeis 
Fell, All Mortally

London, March i i . — All E ng­ 
land was staggered y esterday when 
the announcement was made in the 
house of commons that British arms 
had sustained another defeat in 
South Africa, a defeat in compari­ 
son with which rrany of those of 
recent months sink into insignifi­ 
cance. 
The news which was broken to 
the people wa^ to the effect that 
the Boer commander, Delarey , had 
captured Gen. Lord Methuen, after 
the latter had been wounded, killed 
forty 
others, 
wounded 
eighty , 
made many prisoners and taken 
four guns. 
Surprise and shock have almost 
rendered Britons 
speechless and 
London is in gloom. 
The govern­ 
ment is bitterly condemned for this 
latest humiliation to the prestige of 
British arms, and the old cry of 
‘•incompetent,” 
which 
followed 
Methuen’s 
disastrous 
rout 
at 
Magersfontein 
three 
}ears ago, 
is revived. 
The newspapers are 
demanding that new men be sent 
to manage the campaign, and on 
all sides there is wonderment ex­ 
pressed at the marvelous strategy 
-of the Boer leaders. 
When the extra editions of the 
newspapers appeared 
ufon the 
streets soon after the announce­ 
ment had been made in the house 
•of commons there was a rush for 
them, and the news spread with 
•great rapidity . 
It was noticeable 
that those who purchased them 
were silent after grasping the full 
mectning of this unexpected re­ 
vere e. 
To Mr, Broderick, the secretary 
'nf war, fell the melancholy duty of 
announcing in the house of com- 
>mors the contents of the dispatch

feat in the western Transvaal.
